April.23, I returned from Scotland traveling by 
air approximately 5,000 miles from Saturday morn- 
ing at 12:45—to Saturday night at 11:20 p.m. by 
way of Wheaton to my next appointment at the tre- 
mendous Highland Park ‘Baptist Church at: Chat- 
tanooga. 


- The miracle days were from Saturday, April 16 
through. Friday, April 22. I was. in seven of the 
giant meetings in Kelvin Hall, Glasgow. I saw the 
campaign from the platform where I sat with the 
team and where I was introduced on three different 
occasions to the congregation by Dr. Graham. I 
saw it from the cotinselling room or inquiry room 
where, night after night, an average of over 400 
people came for. counselling affer having claimed 
Christ openly. I saw the meeting from the “circus” 
auditorium where some 3,500. saw.and heard Billy 
Graham on closed-circuit television. I saw the tre- 
mendous crowd of some 25,000 filling Tynecastle 
football stadium in Edinburgh, the. capital of Scot- 
tand, Wednesday afternoon, April 20 and where 
approximately 900 people made public professions 
of faith in Christ and were dealt with carefully in 
five churches by over 600 counsellors. I sat beside 
the Lord Provost of Edinburgh and his Lady and saw 
them tremendously moved by the meeting. I had the 
privilege of addressing briefly some 650 ministers 
in a minister’s meeting, along with Dr. Graham and 
Dr. Paul Rees. Later I was guest with Dr. Graham 
at a tea for Baptist ministers. I was in the home 
of a well-known Christian doctor;-of-a noble Church 


- of Scotland pastor. I. talked with common people. 


had the joy of winning a cabby (taxi driver) to 
Christ. I saw a newspaper woman claim Christ in 
Billy Graham’s parlor in Kelvin Hall. I had meals 
with Billy, with the members of his team, with 
prominent figures connected with the campaign. I 
preached on Sunday in the Billhead Baptist Church, 
and in the evening at famous Tent Hall. I saw 
Scotland stirréd to its depths. I heard the reports 
night after night of approximately a million people 
listening: in by telephone lines connected with loud 


speakers in auditoriums all over England, Wales, 


scotland, and North Ireland. I read newspaper 
comments, and talked with ministers, saw lives

transformed, saw literally thousands of people turn 
to Christ in the seven days. 


The Trip and How It Camé About 


On the 7th or 8th of April, I think, there_came 
a telephone call from an important Christian busi- 
ness man who had just returned from a flying visit 
to the Billy Graham campaign in Scotland. Being 
so blessed by the scenes of revival, he said God had 
spoken to his heart. I must make the trip to Scot- 
land! He offered to buy a round trip ticket by air 
if I could go. 

Certain engagements could not be shifted, but 
I agreed if reservations could be secured within 
specified time that I would gladly go. A little later 
he called again; the reservations were secured, and 
plane tickets were being made out. 

In two days I got my passport. But inthe 
office ‘where I made application a woman was 
told, “Your passport should be ready in about 
three wéeks!” I was vaccinated again and got the 
vaccination ‘certificate. So, on Friday, April 15, I 
flew United Air Lines from Chicago to Idlewild 
International Airport, New York. There, at 5 p.m., I 
boarded the Scandinavian Airlines plane bound for 
Glasgow, Scotland. From that time on, through the 
courtesy of my noble layman friend and the Billy 
Graham party, I was given every courtesy and my 
way was paved with kindness and comforts. 

Well out of New York airport dinner service 
began. Martinis were ‘served—I didn’t need any! 
Then with every course we were offered French 
champagne, or white wine, or cocktails, etc., an a 
nighteap after retiring in the berths. I had ginger 
ale! 

The serving of the dinner took an hour and a 
half. First there were canapes. The tiny sand- 
wiches and tidbits were delicious. The hors d’ 
oeuvres deluxe’ was a-half lobster in the shell, 
with dressing. Then followed potage Marie Louise 
(a cream soup with onions and carrots), Long Is- 
land duckling, asparagus; pearl onions, potatoes 
rissole, salad Riviera. Then assorted Scandinavian

Although we 
talk about eternal life and the 
blessings of Heaven, we actually 
think very little about living for- 
ever and make very few prepara- 
tions for the future as Christians. 
Most of the time we are so absorb- 
ed with the every day routine of 
making a living and taking care 
of our families that we have little 
time to think about the important 
things of eternity and our whole 
future life after this one. We for- 
get so easily that the Bible says, 
“Boast not thyself of tomorrow; 
for thou knowest not what a day 
may bring forth” (Prov. 27:1).

Those who knew him 
insisted that he was not the same 
man in physical appearance. 

Why had he done it? How had 
it happened? What was. there 
about the insanity of sin to bring 
@ once happy and proud father so 
low? Weep as you read the an- 
er: He and his wife were both 
beastly drunk! 

When I told him that my evan- 
gelistic ministry took me all over 
the country and that it was my 
privilege to speak to thousands of 
young people in revivals, in youth

rallies and young people’s camps 
about sin and its consequences, 


he said that he would like for me 
to pass on a message to them from 
him lest they one day find them- 
selves in such a dreadful plight 


as he. That was when he said, 
“Drink did it?” And with deter- 
mined set of his jaw he asked me 
to tell young people everywhere 
not to follow his folly. Here is 
his message of warning: “Tell 
them never yi touch the dirty, 
rotien stuff!’

It 
has resulted in more poverty, more 
children suffering from malnutri- 
tion, more slum conditions than 
any other business known to man. 
It is rotten from the Lottom up, 
or the top down, which ever way 
you look at it. It has the hiss of 
Hell, the venom of Satan per- 
meating and penetrating through- 
out its every phase and activity.

In the other car a young 33- 
year-old mother was found with 
her face smashed into the glove 
compartment, dead, The 36-year- 
old husband and driver was part in 
the front seat and part in the 
back, dead. At home in Leonard, 
Michigan, were the couple’s eleven 
children, suddenly made orphans: 
the oldest fifteen and the young- 
est not yet one-and-a-half. months. 
So terrible was the accident that 
the bodies of the husband and 
wife could not be removed from 
their car and it was necessary to 
tow it away with their bodies still 
in it. ie 

Six people dead; eleven babies 
orphaned! But the real tragedy 
lies in the fact that the 19-year-old 
teenager deliberately drove his car 
at high speed HEAD-ON into the 
other vehicle! Unbelievable? Yes! 
But, no, not quite unbelievable 
when reading on in the article and

Some time ago I picked up a 
copy of The Saturday Hvening 
Post to read the ninth installment 
of Whittaker Chambers’ story 
dealing with traitor Alger Hiss, 
but I found. another § article, 
“Death on M-24” even more grip- 
ping and pathetic. Accompanying 
the article was one of the most 
gruesome pictures my eyes have 
ever wjtnessed. There in a twisted 
mass of metal were two automo- 
biles which had crashed head-on. 
Bodies and blood seemed to be 
everywhere. A teen-age boy was 
jammed sideways in the front of 
one car, dead. A young 16-year- 
old girl, with one leg still in the 
front seat of the car, was sprawl- 
ed head-long out onto the pave- 
ment, face down, hair spread out 
all over the concrete highway, 
dead. Underneath her body, also 
part in the car and part in the 
road, was a 17-year-old boy, his 
head crushed flat. He died in the 
ambulance at the _ hospital en< 
trance. Another 16-year-old boy 
was also dead and a 16-year-old 
girl with both legs broken and 
bones protruding through the flesh 
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finding the sentence: “IN THE 
FRONT SEAT OF THE TEEN- 
AGER'S CAR, ON A RAISED 
HUMP ON THE FLOOR BOARD 


THAT HAD COVERED THE 
TRANSMISSION, STOOD -.A 


BOTTLE HALF FULL OF BEER, 
INCREDIBLY UPRIGHT.” Added 
to this statement is the fact that 
the couple in the other car. were 
returning home from a night in a 
Pontiac, Michigan, honky-tonk 
where they had enjoyed, according 
to the couple with whom they had 
spent the evening, ‘‘a floor show, 
a nice crowd, drinks, dancing.’ 
‘Death on M-24’ was the direct re- 
sult of a booze-crazed teenager’s 
madness, and a _ booze-befuddled 
man's inability to think quickly 
enough to get out of the way! 
The tragedy of this story could be 
multiplied a thousand times in in- 
cidents and accidents from coast 
to. coast. And it will continue to 
be multiplied until America re- 
members the God of her fathers 
and abolishes this traffic of Hell! 


The Word of God contains burn- 
ing indictment upon burning in- 
dictment against this sinful busi- 
ness. Isaiah 24:9 declares, ‘“They 
shall not drink wine with a song; 
strong drink shall be bitter to 
them that drink it.’”’ Men cannot 
drink and stay happy! Bitterness 
paves the road for those who seek 
strong drink. 


In the 28th chapter of Isaiah, 
verse 1, God says, ‘‘Woe to the 
crown of pride, to the drunkards 
of Ephraim, whose glorious beauty 
is a fading flower, which are on 
the head of the fat valleys of them 
that are overcome with wine.” In 


the 3rd verse He says, “The crown 
of pride, the drunkards of Eph- 
raim, shall be trodden under feet.” 
Then the 7th verse says, “But they 
also have erred through wine, and 
through strong drink are out of 
the way; the priest and the pro- 
phet have erred through strong 


| drink, they..are swallowed .up..of 


wine, they are out of the way 
through strong drink; they err in 
vision, they stumble in judgment.” 
And Proverbs 20:1 declares, 
“Wine is a mocker, strong drink is 
raging: and whosoever is deceived 
thereby is not wise.” 


Governmental! officials in both 
high and low places need to re- 
member Proverbs 31:4,5: “It is not 
for kings, O Lemuel, it is not for 
kings to drink wine; nor for 
princes strong drink: Lest they 
drink, and forget the law, and per- 
vert the judgment of any of the af- 
flicted.”’ Presidents, senators, con- 
gressmen, secretaries-of-state, gov- 
ernors, judges, national, state, 
county and city officials ought not 
to drink, the Bible says. Booze will 
befuddle their minds, pervert their 
judgment and cause them to do 
dishonest things, so God teaches. 
Our great nation is still today pay- 
ing the bitter price of such confer- 
ences as Cairo, Teheran, Yalta and 
Potsdam, where decisions and 
agreements were reached.-to affect 
the world, yet where our represen- 
tatives gulped down ‘hard liquor 
until they hardly knew whether 
they were coming or going and at 
least one had to be carried out 
dead drunk. It_is not for govern- 
ment officials to drink wine or 
strong drink! 

Proverbs 23 :29-33 warns: “Who 
hath woe? who hath sorrow? who 
hath contentions? who hath bab- 
bling? who hath wounds without 
cause? who hath redness of eyes? 
They that tarry long at the wine; 
they that go to seek mixed wine. 
Look not thou upon the wine when 
it is red, when it giveth his colour 
in the cup, when it moveth itself 
aright. At the last it biteth like a 
serpent, awd stingeth like an ad- 
der. Thine eyes shall _ behold 
strange women, and thine heart 
shall utter perverse things. Yeu, 
thou shalt be as he that lieth down 
in the midst of the sea, or as he 
that lieth wnon the top of a mast. 
They have stricken me, shalt 
thou say, and I was not sick; they 
have beaten me, and I felt it not: 
when shall I awake? I will seek it 
yet again”! 

Such has God declared and with 
this truth fresh in our minds let us 
consider the first curse God has 


pronounced against booze. 


I. THE BLIGHT OF BOOZE 
UPON THE MAN WHO 
DRINKS! 

The Bible says, in Isaiah 5:11, 
“Woe unto them that rise up early 
in the morning, that they may fol- 
low strong drink; that continue 
until night, till wine inflame 
them.” And verse 22 of the same 
chapter adds, ‘Woe unto them 
that are mighty to drink wine, and 
men of strength to mingle strong 
drink.’’ Here is a woe, a blight, a 
curse upon the man or woman who 
dares to drink. 


Slavery 

One form of this blight is slav- 
ery. The words above in Proverbs 
23:35 become the words of every 
man and woman who drinks, soon- 
er or later: “J will seek it yel 
again.” After the woe of the wine 
cup has brought them sorrow, 
pain, wounds without cause and a 
hundred and one other evils, they 
cling to its horrors as_a miser 
clings to his gold. Why?’ The only 
possible answer lies in the fact 
that they are hopelessly ensnared 


in the clutches of its habit and 
cannot quit. 
Jesus said that indulgence in 


any sin leads to slavery. He, of 
course, aS always, was right! He 
said in John 8:34, “Verily, verily, 
I say unto you, Whosoever com- 
mitteth sin is the servant of sin.” 
No matter what the sin may be, 
indulgence for pleasure soon be- 
comes indulgence by force—a slave 
to sin! Especially is this true of 
liquor! The occasional social glass 
becomes the repeated glass to 
steady the nerves until, finally, no 
amount can calm or satisfy the 
raging passion. 

A few weeks ago the Chicago 
American published the_life story 
of Singer Lillian Roth, an ex- 
Hollywood heroine who had be- 
come an alcoholic. She described 
graphically this slavery of liquor

if the Bible doesn’t specifically 
say @ person can’t doa thing, is it 
all right to do it? 


No, I do not believe that if the 
Bible does not specifically say a 
person cannot do a thing, it is 
necessarily all right for him to 
do it. There are several general 
rules that should control one’s 
conduct. 


1. “Thou shalt love thy neighe 
bour as thyself’ (Mark 12:39), 
Anything that harms. anyone ‘else 
is wrong. 

2. One's brother’s conscience 
also governs a person’s conduct,’ 
“Wherefore,” said Paul in I Core 
inthians 8:13, “if meat make my 
brother to offend, I will eat na 
flesh while the world standeth, 
lest I make my brother to offend.” 
To cause others to stumble by, 
seeming to do wrong is a sin, 

3. ‘“Whatsoever is not of faith 
is sin’ (Rom. 14:23). Without 
clear assurance that an action is 
pleasing to God, it would be a 
sin to do it. That means that 
anything that is questionable ig 
wrong until the Lord shows about 
it. 

Is it wrong to work in the kitche« 
en of a place where they sell drinks, 


when | have nothing to do with 
the drinks directly? 


In-my judgment, you are help« 
ing in a bad business. I would not 
be willing even to eat in a place 
where drinks are served, much 
less to work there. I believe if it is 
right for you to work there, it 
will be all right for people to eat 
there. And if it is all right to eat 
there, then it is all right for 
people to run the place as it is 
run and sell drinks. But that is 
obviously wrong. They ought not 
to sell drinks, and you-ought no 
to make a living from a place 
that sells drinks; and I ought not 
to eat there and give my okay 
and my endorsement to the place 
which is selling drinks. 


Is it wrong to baby sit while 
parents attend dances? 


I do not believe that the baby- 
sitter is necessarily responsible for 
where the parents go. The baby- 
sitter could probably be a blessing 
in the home if she were a good 
Christian, and I do not believe 
that God would hold her accounts 
able for the parents’ going to @ 
dance, However, each . babysitter 
must pray about the matter and 
act only on clear impression from 
God. If one has doubts, then he 
should not babysit under question< 
able circumstances. If one has 
freedom in heart and feels that 
he is doing good and not harm, 
then it would be all right for him 
to sit with babies of parents ‘who 
perhaps are not Christians and 
whose lives do no meet the Chris- 
tian standards. 

Now it is questionable whether 
young girls ought to be out as 
late as sometimes is required by 
dancing fathers and mothers.

“Call unto me, and I will answer thee, and 
show thee GREAT AND MIGHTY THINGS, 
which thou knowest not.’’—Jer. 33:3. 


* The infinite, 
able, to give great answers to 
prayer. If there be a God, Creator 
of the heavens and earth, the sus- 
tainer of all things, then it wouid 
be silly to quibble that He is un- 
able to answer prayers, any kind 
of prayers; and answer them to 
any extent; provided only that fo 
answer the prayers would be right. 
God cannot lie, cannot sin, cannot 
be tempted. Anything that is right, 
God can do in His infinite power 
and authority. 

Not only has God the power to 
give mighty answers to prayer, but 
He has the disposition to do so. 
God delights to answer prayers for 
big things, because He is not only 
the infinite and almighty God, but 
He is the loving Father of His 
children. If the creation of the 
worlds proves God’s power, then 
the giving of His own Son in re- 
deeming love to save lost men 
proves His willingness to bless! 
“He that spared not his own Son, 
but delivered him up for us all, 
how shall he not with him also 
freely give us all things?” is the 
way the Holy Spirit Himself re- 
cords this willingness of God to 
give mighty things, literally “all 
things,’ to His own (Romans 8: 
32). God is able, and He is willing 
to answer big prayers for mighty 
things. 

- This two-fold position of God in 
regard to great answers to prayer 
fs expressed in Isaiah 59:1, in 
these words, ‘Behold, the Lord’s 
hand is not shortened, that it can- 
not save; neither his ear heavy, 


that it cannot hear.” God is able; 


God is willing. His hand. reaches 
out as far as ever in power, and 
his ear listens as willingly as ever 
in His kindness toward men. 

How . little our unbelieving 
hearts know about God’s willing- 
ness to answer prayers wonderful- 
ly, mightily to His own glory! A 
dear friend who is now in Heaven 
was praying with me once about 
a series of problems and burdens. 
We had agreed about a number of 
things and this friend apologetical- 
ly said to the Lord in his prayer, 
“Lord, it may seem like we are 
asking an awful lot; but if You 
will hear us this one time we will 
try not to ask You for so much any 
more!” The Scriptures tell us that 
God laughs (Psalm 2:4). I wonder 


almighty God is| 


if He laughed then at the foolish 
idea of men that we might exhaust 
either God’s infinite storehouse or 
His infinite love and patience? But 
I think more likely He was grieved 
and made sad at our childish un- 
belief. God has so much to give 
and we need it so badly, and He 
wauld be so glorified before men at 
an opportunity to answer big 
prayers. Yet our unbelieving 
hearts ask so little! I think of ev- 
ery one of us it must be said that 
in*our lives it is true as it was in 
Nazareth where “He did not many 
mighty works there because of 
their unbelief” (Matt. 13:58). And 
in Mark 6:5 we are told that Jesus 
could not do mighty works there, 
except heal a few sick people! 

Oh, we ought to ask big things 
of God! Many sins are mentioned 
in connection with prayer. People 
are warned not to pray to be seen 
of men, not to ask for something 
to consume it upon their own 
lusts. We are warned of how un- 
forgiveness, covetousness, disobe- 
dience, unbelief and wrong home 
life hinder prayer. But of all the 
sins mentioned regarding prayer, 
not once does the Scripture hint 
that any man ever asked too much 
of God! | 

My six daughters sometimes 
gather around me, telling me how 
théy need new shoes, money for 
music lessons and for many other 
things. Sometimes I .have been 
compelled to say, “Go easy! I am 
not made of money. We will just 
have to get what we can afford 
and do without the rest.’ But I 
never read in God’s Word where 
He ever told anybody, “Go easy! 
I don’t have very much. I have al- 
ready strained Myself giving to 
others. I cannot give as much as 
you ask.”’ No, no! 

One of our greatest sins about 
praying is that we do not ask for 
enough.

God seems to plead with us, to ar- 
gue with us and urge us to give 
Him a chance \to answer prayers 


for big things. And sometimes the |* 


Scripture gives a plain command 
about. this, and to disobey is to 
sin. Here I give some Scriptures 
which I urge you to take much to 
heart. Let them transform your 
praying and your faith. These 
Scriptures show how eager God is 
to have you ask Him for big 
things. 

1. “I am the Lord thy God, 
which brought thee out of the 
land of Hgypt: open thy mouth 
wide, and I will fill it” (Psalm 81: 
10). 

Here God first introduces Him- 
self and gives His credentials as if 
He were a contractor bidding for 
a big construction job, and offers 
proof of His ability and resources 
to complete the contract. God 
seems to say, “Do you need a 
really big God to do something for 
you? Then call on Me, for I am the 
Lord thy God which brought thee 
out of the land of Egypt. I opened 
the Red Sea in answer to Moses’ 
prayer. I brought all the plagues 
upon Egypt, from turning water to 
blood to killing the firstborn, and 
then I brought my people Israel 
out between the piled-up waters of 
the.Red Sea! I fed them for forty 
years with manna from Heaven. 
I gave them rivers of water from 
a rock when Moses smote it at My 
command. I showed My mighty 
power by wondrous miracles as 
they journeyed, and then I caused 
the people to cross the flooded Jor- 
dan on dry ground while the wa- 
ters piled up high on their right 
and ran away down stream on the 
left. I caused the walls of Jericho 
to fall down flat. That is the kind 
of God I am. Now if you want 
any big things done, you see I am 
able to do them.” 

It is as plain as day that the 
Lord here means that He is as 
willing now to do such mighty 
wonders as He was then! He is 
still the same kind of a God. He 
still can do mighty works if people 
will believe Him. 

God seems to be so jealous about 
His own great name, and He con- 
stantly reminds us that He never 
changes. “I am the Lord, I change 
not,” He says in Malachi 3:6. And 
in Hebrews 13:8 we are reminded 
of our Lord that He is “Jesus 
Christ the same yesterday, and 
today, and forever.’ So the Lord 
here says, “I am the Lord thy God, 
which brought thee out of the land 
of Egypt: open thy mouth wide, 
and I will fill it.” 

James 4:2 says, “Ye have not, 
because ye ask not.” Then this 
Scripture must mean that “ye 
have little, because ye ask little.’ 
If we would open our mouths wi- 
der we would get bigger bites from 
God! 


It is impolite to be pigs at the 
table and take big bites, as all of 
us were taught when we were chil- 
dren. But this rule does not obtain 
at God’s table! God wants His peo- 
ple to open their mouths wide to 
receive the mighty blessings He is 
so able and so willing to bestow! 
_ beloved. reader, open your 
mouth! Ask God for big things. He 
is able! 

This verse of Scripture was one 
of the favorites of George Muller, 
the modern apostle of prayer who 
received and dispersed over seven 
million dollars for the Lord’s work 
without ever asking a man for a 
penny, all of it received in answer 
to prayer. One by one he prayed 
into existence the orphan houses 
at Ashley Downs, Bristol, England, 
to care for more than 2,000 orphan 
children. Day by day their food 
and clothes, their teaching and all 
their needs were met in answer to 
the prayers of this man of God. 
By prayer alone he supported hun- 
dreds of missionaries, printed mul- 
tiplied millions of tracts and circu- 
lated a multitude of copies of the 
Word of God. George Muller 
opened his mouth wide, and God 
proved Himself by filling it so 
often and answering particular 
prayers so definitely that George 
Muller came to say he could ask 
for one million dollars now with as 
much assurance of an answer as 
once he could ask for a pound 
(about $5). 

Will you, too, open your mouth 
wide, and let God fill it with 
mighty things? 

2. “Call wnto me, and I will an- 
swer thee, and show thee great 
and mighty things, which thou 
knowest not”, (Jeremjah 33:3).

PLANS ANNOUNCED FOR BILLY GRAHAM MEETINGS 


IN EUROPE DURING SUMMER OF 1955 


Glasgow, April 21—SPECIAL— 


The completed itinerary for the} June 18, and in the French area in 


Rev. Billy Graham in his evangel- | 


istic tour of Europe during the 
Summer of 1955 was announced 
today by Graham’s’ Executive 
Secretary Jerry Beavan who has 
just returned to Glasgow from a 
six-day trek through the European 
countries to be visited this Sum- 
mer. Beavan reported that “in 
each country there seemed to be 
a much greater ‘interest and en- 
thusiasm for the meetings than 
one year ago, when the concept 
of large scale meetings conducted 
through an interpreter was a new 
undertaking. The amazing success 
of the meetings last year has evi- 
dently made a tremendous im- 
pact on evangelical thought in 
Europe, and we are faced with 
invitations to far more cities than 
it will be possible to visit. In each 
city active committees of organi- 
zation have been formed, and the 
largest stadiums or auditoriums 
available have been secured.” 

In all, six countries will be 
visited, including France, Switzer- 
land, Germany, Holland, Norway 
and Sweden. First city to be visit- 
ed will be Paris, where a five-day 
Crusade. has been planned, the 
first extended series of meetings 
Mr. Graham has ever conducted 
in a foreign language. The Paris

Again God has in mind big 
prayers, asking great things from 
God. God had been dealing with 
Jeremiah on this matter of big 
prayers because the people of Is- 
rael were in such terrible need. In 
the preceding chapter, Jeremian 
32, we learn that the Chaldeans 
under Nebuchadnezzar had sur- 
rounded the city of Jerusalem, had 
thrown up mounts against the 
walls, ready to swarm over them 
and take the city. Famine and pes- 
tilence had already stricken the 
besieged people. Then Jeremiah 
cried out, “Ah Lord God! behold, 
thou hast made the heaven and the 
earth by thy great power and 
stretched out arm, and there is 
nothing too hard for thee” (Jer. 
32:17). Then Jeremiah reminded 
God of how He had dealt with the 
children of Israel before in bring- 
ing them out of Egypt. And in 
verses 26 and 27 we find God's an- 
swer: “Then came the word of the 
Lord unto Jeremiah, saying, Be- 
hold, I am the Lord, the God of all 
flesh: is there any thing too hard 
for me?” (Jer. 32:26, 27). God was 
going to allow Jerusalem to fall 
into the hands of Nebuchadnezzar, 
but it was.only because of the un- 
belief and sin of the people, not 
because He was not able and not 
willing to deliver the people even 
in this dire extremity! God re- 
minded Jeremiah, and_ through 
him He reminded the Jews and re- 
minds all of us today, ‘Behold, I 
am. the Lord, the God of all flesh.” 
Then He asks us all, “Is there any 
thing too hard for me?” All of us 
must answer surely with Jere- 
miah, “Behold, thou hast made the 
heaven and the earth by thy great 
power and stretched out arm, and 
there is nothing too hard for thee.” 
God is able to give us mighty 
things. So the Scriptures continue 
into the next chapter and there 
we find this blessed promise 
of Jeremiah 33:3, “Call unto me, 
and I will answer thee, and show 
thee great and mighty’ things, 
which thou knowest not.” 

Can you in these Scriptures see 
the hunger of God's heart for 
somebody who will believe Him; 
somebody who will give God a 
chance to do great and mighty 
things? Isn’t there a pleading note 
in His inquiry of Jeremiah, “Is 
there any thing too hard for me’’? 
How anxious God is to prove His 
mighty power. He only waits un- 
til we ask Him to give! Only as 
God’s people really call upon Him 
for great and mighty things can 
God give these great and mighty 
things ‘which thou knowest not.” 
God has greater things to give us 
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than we can know how to prs 


vy for, 
and He will give them if we seat 
call upon Hin for mighty things 
and vive Him a chance! 


3. “If ye have faith as a grain of 
mustard seed, ye shall say uito 
this mountain, Remove hence to 
yonder place; and it shall remove; 
and nothing shall be impossible 
unto you” (Matt. 17:20). 

The disciples had been unable to 
cast out the demon from the luna- 
tic boy and asked Jesus why they 
could not cast him out. Jesus an- 
swered that it was because of their 
unbelief, and assured them that 
they were right to pray for big 
things, even so great as asking 
that a mountain be removed into 
the sea. And then He gave that 
startling promise, “... and nothing 
shall be impossible unto youl’ 

Nothing is impossible to those 
who pray with faith! What an en- 
couragement to ask for migi 
things from God!

cheeses, parfait Copenhagen, (a 
lovely ice cream with fruits frozen 
in it), fresh fruit, and coffee. 

About 11:15 p.m. Friday night 
we stopped for refueling at Gan- 
der, Newfoundland. During the 40 
minutes we were off the plane 
berths for those of us who had 
them were prepared, then to bed 
as we roared across the North 
Atlantic. 

In the morning I was awakened 
by the steward who brought a tray 
of coffee and rolls and marmalade, 
put it in my berth and said, “One 
hour ‘til arrival. Are you ready 
for your —coffee?” Soon I was 
dressed and shaved, After some 
verses of Scripture and prayer for 
God’s blessing, we were ready to 
land .at. Prestwick, the interna- 
tional airport some 32 miles from 
Glasgow. 


Here Is Scotland! 


It was after 10 a.m. British time 
when we arrived in Scotland. This 
is five hours ahead of New York 
time. 

Dr. Billy Graham had written 
me most kindly concerning my 
coming and promised to meet me 
at the airport, then cabled me at 
New York. Mrs. Billy Graham and 
little Virginia, nine, had just step- 
ped off another plane. They were 
at the foot of the steps and news 
cameramen gathered about taking 
snapshots of Billy and me shaking 
hands, of the greeting with Mrs. 
Graham and Virginia. Then we 
proceeded through customs which 
took.only a moment under the cir- 
cumstances, then to a room up- 
stairs at the airport, provided for 
a press conference. Newsmen were 
there serving many newspapers. Of 
course their principal interest was 
in Billy Graham himself. Billy 
kindly told them about my evan- 
gélistic work, about THE SworpD oF 
THE Lorp, that I was to be the 
guest of the party in Scotland, etc. 
We were served coffee, hot 
chocolate and. biscuits (cookies 
to you). Then we drove the 
thirty-two miles to Glasgow and I 
Was assigned: to a room in the 
North British Hotel next to Billy’s. 

‘How many _kindnesses_, were 
shown me by the party! Dr. Paul 
Maddox, who was the head chap- 
lain of the. American forces in the 


European theatre after the close}. 


of the World War, and Billy Gra- 
ham’s personal representative, was 
wonderfully kind to me. He is son 
of famous Southern Baptist mis- 
sionaries in Brazil. He saw to every 
comfort of mine. I borrowed his 


razor when my electric razor 
wouldn’t work on the Scottish cur- 
rent. He saw that I had tea and 
sandwiches in my room at night 
after the meetings. He saw that I 
met important people, that a. lim- 
ousine was provided for my trans- 
portation anywhere I wanted to 
go. I had sweet fellowship with 
Cliff Barrows, with Beverly Shea. 
Beverly Shea came over from 
the Central Hotel and we had 
breakfast: together. Lee Fischer, 
who helps with Dr. Graham’s mail 
and other important matters, 
had breakfast with me, then 
we had nine holes of golf on 
the White Craigs course. George 
Burnham, a Chattanooga news- 
paperman who writes for some 260 
papers in America, was there, 
a noble Christian man and we had 
good fellowship -together. Jerry 
Beavan, in charge of promotion, 
publicity, press reports, etc., and 
Betty Lowry, his assistant, showed 
me every kindness, provided pic- 
tures, information, etc. Dr. Paul 
Rees, who did such a wonderful 
work speaking to ministers in the 
London Crusade, and now in Scot- 
land, was a joy to my heart. We 
had ‘good fellowship together. My 
young friend, Howard Butt, a 
grocerman from. Corpus Christi, 
Texas, who has been a flaming 
evangelist since his days in Baylor 
University, and is now assisting 
Billy Graham, speaking to various 
groups, was his spirited, pleasing, 
friendly self, and we rejoiced in 
his great ministry. Evangelist 
Grady Wilson was out of town 
most of the time but we had a 
meal together and pleasant con- 
versation. The Scottish members 
of the crusade committee were 
most kind, generous, and friendly. 
My life is tremendously richer by 
my fellowship there. Dr. Guy L. 
Ramsay, pastor of Billhead Bap- 
tist Church, had me preach Sun- 
day morning, and director John 
Stone had me speak to an esti- 
mated 1,100 people in Tent Hall 
on Sunday night. Dr. Baxter, the 
distinguished pastor of Dowan Hill 
Church of Scotland in Glasgow, 
was with me at the Baxter House 
for Old People where I spoke 
(It was named for him), and then 
he took me to his home for dinner 
with his lovely family. 


The All-Scotland Crusade 
Itself 
Billy Graham was invited to 
Scotland by the Church of Scot- 
land officials. In Scotland the Re- 
formation was lead very largely 


by John Knox, an associate and 
friend of John Calvin. As Scotland 
turned Protestant, it turned Pres- 
byterian. The largest majority of 
Scottish people, by far, who have 
any connection with the church 
are Presbyterians. Some _ years 
ago the regular Scottish church 
and the Free Church united. There 
is much liberalism in the Church 
of Scotland, I am told. Yet the 
Scottish ministers were deeply 
moyed by the London Crusade of 
Billy Graham. They saw the need 
to call the people back to God 
and the Bible and the church. 
They invited. Billy Graham. to 
come to Scotland for such a cru- 
sade at Glasgow. At Billy Gra- 
ham’s request the other Christian 
groups were drawn into the ¢cam- 
paign. .Baptists and Plymouth 
Brethren have quite a prominent 
place in. the campaign. And it 
was nobly agreed: that Billy Gra- 
ham would have absolutely free 
hand about the preaching, that he 
would choose his own assistants, 
follow his own methods. 


The central meeting place of 
the campaign is in Kelvin Hall. 
In that enormous building, named 
for Lord Kelvin, eminent Scottish 
engineer, an auditorium was) pre- 
pared with rising tiers for the 
seats, to care first for 11,500. Then 
as the orderly crowds lent assur- 
ance the seating capacity was en- 
larged to 14,000. One man on the 
Billy Graham team was assigned 
to prepare: and distribute tickets 
so that multitudes from all Scot- 
land could get. in and be present 
at the services; Thus, every night 
the auditoriunt was filled. And 
every night thousands of .others 
would have come, had seats been 
available. | % 


Another. auditorium, still in the 
same gigantic building, the Circus 
Arena, seating 3,500, was prepared 
with closed ‘circuit television 
screens, Night. after night this 
second auditorium was packed, A 
third auditorium seating 500 was 


‘prepared. In Kelvin Hall a_ total 


of more than 17,000 chairs were 
assembled, including the  coun- 
sellmg room. And night after 
night the three auditoriums were 
packed. 


On Saturday. afternoon when we 
left the afternoon service where 
the house had been packed to capa- 
city, a queue of people perhaps 
a block long, four deep, were 
standing in line waiting to get in 
for the evening service! And thus 
people who-did not have tickets 
lined up and waited to get in, 
every night. 


On Monday I was driven out to 
Balloch Castle on Loch Lomond. 
Then we rented a small motor 


boat and went a way up the Loch, 
the largest lake in the British 
Isles, some twenty-five miles long 
and at widest part five miles wide. 
I spoke to the boatkeeper, asking 
him to come to the Billy Gra- 
ham campaign (twenty miles a- 
way). He said, “I want to come 
but I cannot get a ticket!’ Again 


jand again I saw people pleading 


with members of the party for 
tickets to get into the auditorium 
at Kelvin Hall, and they were pro- 
vided as far as possible for one 
night or another. And people look- 
ed forward with proud anticipa- 
tion and said, “I have a ticket for 
Thursday night!” or for some 
other night. 


The deep-seated interest of the 
people has made this amazing at- 
tendance possible. :It is a manifes- 
tation of the power of .God. All 
over the British Isles the: common 
people. are stirred to the. depths 
by -the -Leondon- Crusade and now 
by the All-Scotland Crusade, Oh, 
may.God speed the reaping while 


the .interest-is at such a. peak!

We might paraphrase the words

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time it was always the moving 
plea “Just as I Am” sung softly 
by the choir. The sermons by 
Billy Graham were very simple. 
He told me that because approxi- 
mately 80% of the congregation 
was new each night he felt com- 
pelled to put in the simplest basic 
truths about salvation—sin, con- 
demnation, the sacrifice of Cal- 
vary, and justification by faith. So 
night after night he used often 
the same _ simple illustrations 
though he used different texts and 
some different material.

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around it. There was an under- 
current of the power of God.

on the cinder track, eh?” Dr. 
Graham. later. confessed that he 
had a moment of doubt, of bur- 
densome concern, and then glad 
assurance. 


Soon we saw them begin to make 
their way down from the stands 
on every side. Several people faint- 
ed during the services. I saw only 
six or seven cases from my van- 
tage point on the speakers’ plat- 


for 1955. By telephone wire the 
Kelvin Hall services were trans- 
mitted to halls and churches all 
Over the British Isles and de- 
livered to the people by  loud- 
Speakers. Here are lists of 550 
churches and halls in England 
and Wales. A different. list gives 
the many auditoriums in Scotland 
and North Ireland. In every case 
the theater, Baptist Church, Con- 
gregational Church, Anglican 
Church, Presbyterian Church, or 
mission, or auditorium, or legion 
hall is named where the services 
were to be held: In some. cases 
it. was “city football ground.” In 
other cases it was a large theater, 
a town hall, a city or school audi- 
torium. These relays were spon- 
sored by the Evangelical Alliance. 
The announcement said: 

“Billy Graham Relays 1955 
are planned to cover the whole. 
country. These relays are a di- 
rect outcome of the Harringay 
Arena services last year, when, 
as a result of the enormous 
crowds, they were envisaged as 
a scheme to enable greater 
numbers to hear Dr, Graham’s 
message. In 1954 some 400 re- 
lays were planned to some 70 
centres over a period of nearly 
two months. In 1955, 2,010 re- 
lays will go to 500 centres in 
two weeks. By this means near- 
ly a million-and-a-quarter peo- 
ple will be able to hear Dr. 
Graham’s Glasgow Meetings at 
the same time as they are held 
in Kelvin Hall, Glasgow, The 
relays will start on the 18th 
April, 1955, and conclude on the 
30th April, 1955. During the 12 
days in question, various cen- 
ters have picked the days most

If he heard™the 
Gospel from the lips of that faith- 
ful man and felt its awful im- 
port, if that stupendous opportu- 
nity was his in which he might 
have built a throne, why did he 
take the dungeon? If the hour was 
his in which he might have set 


an anthem ringing around the 
throne, why -did he forge the 
chain? If the hour was his in 


which he might have decked the 
brow of Emmanuel, why, in the 
name of everything that is good, 
did he grovel in the dust and allow 
Hell to drive over him its chariots 
and grind him to powder? Why? 
Don’t you see th® damning effects, 
the destroying effécts of sin? The 
reason is given in one word—sin, 
his own sin. Beside him sat another 
man’s wife with whom he was 
living. :

What is fettering 
you?What-is getting you by the 
heart and lrfe? What has gripped 
you in its clutch? What is it? 
You know. You know. Who is it?

The truth will out, for every 
man has some special sin.: It may 
not be lust for a woman, but it 
may be lust for gold, it may be 
lust for drink, it may be in an- 
other appetite form, it may be 
ambition, which is just as damn- 
ing.

| Don’t mingle for yourselves the 


bitter drink, don’t fly in the face 
of your eternal interests. Don't 
fight. against God. Don’t hug your. 
sin. Don’t play the fool—don't. 
God wants to save you, and He 
will save you. He would have 
saved that man if he had come, 
but he did not, and because he 
did not God could not. “Ye will 
not come to me that ye might 
have life.” ‘How often would I 
have gathered thee under my wing 
... and ye would not.’ 

It is not God’s fault. If a man 
goes to Hell—it is because he will 
not accept God’s remedy. You can- 
not charge God with your des- 
truction; you must charge it 
home to your own will in the 
choice of evil, in your own wicked, 
rebellious, God-dishonoring, God- 
hating, Christ-rejecting life; you 
must charge yourself.

In words plane and pow- 
erful the Scriptures _ classify 
drunkenness with stealing, mur- 
der, idolatry, adultery and other 
such transgressions. If you are a 
slave to drink, you have no one to 
blame but yourself; it is a part of 
the blight of booze.

Another phase of this woe is 
sorrow. Proverbs 23:29,30, says, 
“Who hath woe? who hath sor- 
row? who hath contentions? who 
hath babbling? who hath wounds 
without cause? who hath redness 
of eyes? They that tarry long at 
the wine: they that go to seek 
mixed wine.” The path of the in- 
temperate man is a trail of tears 
and sorrow.

tune in the matter of booze must 
pay the fiddler, And the price to 
pay comes high! 

One sorrow which comes. to.mind 
at once is that of broken homes 
and broken hearts. Every reader 
can think of any number of homes 
in his community which were bro- 
ken through drink. Our daily pa- 
pers are filled with heart-breaking 
Stories of divorce resulting from 
homes made one by Heaven be- 
coming Hell through drink. A 
judge in one of America’s largest 
divorce courts, when asked. the 
major cause of broken homes, re- 
plied, “In -one word, ‘Drink.’ ” 
Drink will turn what ought to be 
a haven of rest into a battleground 
between husband and wife, Drink 
Will steal the flame of love from 
the heart of the most devoted wife. 
Drink will turn happiness into hor- 
ror, dreams into nightmares, love 
into hatred.

on the wake of drink. Recently in 
Sevierville, “Tennessee, ~ ‘Thomas 
Ball, a 38-year-old father of two 
children, had been on a drunken 
Sprec, The afternoon following the 
Start of the orgy he was awakened 
from his drunken sleep by the hap- 
Py laughter of his children, a boy 
6 and a girl 4. In whisky-mad 
frenzy, he beat the boy with a 


broom until it broke and then took 
the arm of a rocking chair and 
‘continued. until his passion was ap- 
-peased. At 8 that night he sobered 
enough to realize the boy was hurt 
and he managed to call a sister liv- 
ing next door. The sister called an’ 
ambulance and the undertaker} a 


called the sheriff<—the boy was 


dead! Faced with a murder charge, 
all he could say to the arresting 
officer was, “Honest to God, Sher- 
‘iff, I loved my children: I never 
‘whipped them.” But booze made a 


demon out of that father and sor- 


row swept into the home like a 
flood. 


Out in Los Angeles a 44-year-old 
soap factory worker, John Miller 
Kelly, murdered his wife because, 
as he put it, her “sweet tongue 
was stolen by the cup of wine.” In 
his plea, Kelly stated that his wife, 
only three years his junior, had 
begun to drink in Boston about 
four years previously. Said he, “In 
less than a year my home was a 
bar.” He had been forced to sell 
his piano, his organ and other mu- 
sical instruments to raise money 
for her drinking. Finally they 
moved to Los Angeles, but instead 
of the change helping her, she be- 
came worse. On the night of the 
fatal fight, Kelly admitted to po- 
lice that both he and his wife were 
drinking. She wanted more beer 
and more port wine, he became 
infuriated, killed her in drunken 
frenzy, stuffed her body in a trunk, 
and told his newly made mother- 
less sons, age 7 and 12, she had re- 
turned to Boston. Chalk up anoth- 
er tragic victory for booze! 

Oh, the sorrow, the tragedy in 
the wine cup! Its path is a horror 
trail of broken hearts, broken 
homes, divorce, murder, rape and 
other sins. And broken bodies is 
another prominent fruit of the bot- 
tle. One of the things included in 
God’s warning of Numbers 23:32, 
“Be sure your sin will find you 
out,” is right here. Sin will find 
you out in your body! The man 
who drinks will pay and pay and 
pay in a physical way. Man’s body 
is not capable of standing up under 
a constant flow of beverage alco- 
hol into the system. That is why 
the health of the man or woman 
who drinks is soon broken. 


Pitiful poverty is another sorrow 
of drunkenness. In Proverbs 23:21 
we read, “For the drunkard... 
shall come to poverty: and drows- 
iness- shall clothe a man with 
rags.” And in Proverbs 21:17, “He 
that’ loveth pleasure shall be a 
poor man-+he that loveth wine... 
shall not be rich.” There is some- 
thing about booze that steals milk 
from babies, bread from hungry 
bodies, shoes from little feet, 
clothes from needy. backs, and.pro- 
duces poverty in more than.a hun- 
dred ways. God says, “The drunk- 
ard shall come to poverty!” Some- 
one has written, “If you want plen- 
ty of poverty, plenty of pain, plen- 
ty of sorrow, plenty of shame, 
plenty of broken heads and hearts, 
hopes doomed and sealed—be a 
drunkard!” 


Stupidity 


The next blight upon the drinker 
which we will mention is the curse 
of stupidity. By that I mean what 
the Bible says in Isaiah 28:7, when 
talking about the folks who drink. 
It declares, “They err in vision, 

they stumble in judgment.” I mean 
What the Bible says in Proverbs 
23:34 when it illustrates the fool- 
ishness to which liquor leads men 
with the words, “Yea, thou shalt 
be as he that lieth down in the 
midst of the sea, or as he that lieth 
upon the top of a mast.” Booze 
will dull the senses of a man ahd 
cause him to lose all sense of dan- 
ger. That is why the man with a 
drink under his belt will drive 
down the highway .100 miles an 
hour. That is why the man with a 
drink-or two is willing to fight any 
other man in the house, no holds 
barred. 


Alcohol is a dangerous, poison- 
ous, habit-forming, narcotic drug. 
It affects the brain; it affects the 
‘nerves. Different types of alcohol 
have different effects upon the hu- 
man body. For example, rubbing 
alcohol (wood alcohol), if it enters 
the human body, will go straight to 
the eyes. That is why you some- 
times read of folks drinking rub- 
bing alcohol, when beverage alco- 
hol was not available, and going 
blind. Sometimes it kills them out- 
right. But even as wood alcohol 


goes directly to the optic nerves. 
when drunk, beverage alcohol goes ° 


directly to the brain, via the blood 


stream. Therefore, a man is drunk. 


in his head when he is still sober 
in his feet. When he can still walk 
a straight line, when he has not 


begun to weave and wobble, he is 


drunk upstairs; his mind is drunk. 
That is why I say the curse of God 
upon the man who drinks takes 
the form of stupidity. He will say 


silly things; he will do foolish 
things! Reason flys out the win-

said, “If thou canst do anything, 
have compassion on us, and help 
us.” But Jesus answered him in 
effect, “You have. the if in -the 
wrong place. There is no if about 
My power or about. My compas- 
sion. The only if is whether you 
will believe. All things are possible 
to him that believeth’—to ont 
body that believeth! 

5. “Jesus answered and said unto 
them, Verily I say. unto you, If ye 
have faith, and doubt not, ye shall 
not only do this which is done to 
the fig tree, but also if ye shall 
say unto this mountain, Be thou 
removed, and be thou cast into the 
sea; it shall be done. And all 
things, whatsoever ye shall ask in 
prayer, believing, ye shall receive” 
(Matt. 21:21, 22). 

This is an entirely different oc- 
casion from that mentioned in 
Matthew 17:20, 21, yet here the 
Saviour uses the same illustration 
and says again that not only can 
a fig tree be blighted but a.moun- 
tain can be cast into the sea in 
answer to prayer. And then He 
adds the mighty promise, “And 
ALL THINGS, whatsoever ye shall 
ask in prayer, believing, ye shall 
receive.” Plainly, this is. an invi- 
tation to prayer for anything, no 
matter how mighty, just so you 


believe in your heart that God will 
give it. The Lord Jesus pleads with 
us to ask for big things! 

6. “And Jesus answering | saith, 
unto them, Have faith in. God, for 
verily I say unto you, that whoso- 
ever shall say unto this mountain, 
Be thou removed, and be thou cast 
into the sea; and shall not doubt 
in his heart, but shall believe that 
those things which he saith shall 
come to pass; he shall have what- 
soever he saith. Therefore, I say 
unto you, What things soever ye 
desire, when ye pray, believe that 
ye receive them, and ye shall have 
them” (Mark 11:22-24). 

This is Mark’s account of the in- 
cident of the withered fig tree and 
the Saviour’s wonderful promise 
that mountains could be removed 
by faith. And here He adds this 
wonderful statement that ‘what 
things soever ye desire, when ye 
pray’ we can have if we believe 
that we receive them! 

7. “And the apostles said unto the 
Lord, Increase our faith. And the 
Lord said, If ye had faith as a 
grain of mustard seed, ye might 
say unto_this sycamine tree, Be 
thou plucked up by the root, and 
be thou planted in the sea; and it 
should obey you” (Luke 17:5, 6).

wine, whisky, or gin. 
This is why a woman who has 


skirt when she sits down, she will 
be unconcerned if her blouse or 
dress is unbuttoned or open down 
the front; she will permit famil- 
iarity from men. which she would 
never think of permitting if her 
brain were not stupified by booze. 
This is why a man who has had 
one or two drinks will put his foot 
to the floorboard, weave in and 
out of traffic on slippery roads, 
pass on hills and curves, etc., even 
though he may be the most careful 
driver when his brain is working 
properly. Drinking results in stu- 
pidity! 


Sex-Looseness 


The. next. blight..which haunts 
and hounds the man or woman who 
boozes is the curse of sex-loose- 
ness. Speaking of..-the drinker, 
Proverbs 23:33 says, “Thine eyes 
shall behold strange women, and 
thine heart shall utter perverse 
things.” "There is something about 
liquor that makes a man want, not 
his own wife, but a strange wom- 
an! There is something about 
booze which makes a woman want, 
not her husband, but a strange 
man. 


To my mind now comes a fam- 
ily I met in a mid-western state. 
Several of the children were earn- 
est Christians. Some were married 
and some were in their late teens 
and early twenties..The one older 
brother, married and the father of 
three fine young children, was not 
a Christian. Early one morning I 
received an urgent telephone call 
to go and visit this brother at the 
county jail. When I finally arrived 
I talked to a shameful, embar- 
rassed, humiliated, brokenhearted 
husband and father. From the 
county jail he went to the. state 
penitentiary to serve a long term 
at hard labor although it was his 
first offense of any kind. 


fore he had taken a beautiful six- 
teen-year-old girl into a nearby 
cornfield and committed terrible 
crime against God, the girl and 
himself. She went willingly, but, 
because she was a minor, he was 
charged with a statutory offense. 
As I talked to him, a pitiful pic- 
ture of grieving manhood, he said, 
“T would never have done. it, but 
I was drunk.” 


In St. Louis, Missouri, a doctor’s 
wife went on a boat ride and be- 
came involved with another man. 
After the boat ride, he kept com- 
ing to her apartment. The doctor 
discovered

Yes, there is something about 
booze that causes men and women 
to throw all moral restraint to the 
winds and indulge in that which 
normal, common decency would 
never allow for a single moment. 
There is something about beer, 
wine, whisky, gin, and kindred bev- 
erages that would make it unsafe 
for the Apostle Paul to be alone 
with the Virgin Mary _if they had 
each had a few drinks! Sex-loose- 
ness rides the brewer’s red wagon! 

Over and over in our daily pa- 
pers we read of terrible crimes 
committed against decency, and 
over and over we read the _defen-

to tell us that startling and won- 
derful miracles can be done in an- 
swer to the prayer of faith. We 
should ask for mighty things, and 
believe God!

dant’s alibi, “I was drunk!” 
Friends, that is no alibi! If the 
courts of our country would refuse 
to recognize drunkenness as a 
defense for crimes committed we 
would soon lose a large percentage 
of the amount of crimes appearing 
on the books of the courts. The 
fact that I lose my temper because 
when I rob your home I am not 
able to find any large amounts of 
money would not justify thrusting 
a butcher knife into your throat. 
In exactly the same manner, the 
fact that a man loses his temper 
because he has drunk intoxicating 
beverages does not justify any oth- 
er crime he may commit while 
drunk. One sin cannot justify an- 
other! 


Separation From God in Hell 

Yes, there is a curse upon the man 
who drinks! We have discussed the 
blight of slavery, the blight of sor- 


« row, the blight of stupidity and the 


blight of sex-looseness. As terrible 


as these things are, the last-blight 
which we will.mention is much 
worse than all the others com- 
bined. This curse is the curse of 
separation from Almighty God for- 
ever and ever in the lake that 
burneth with fire and brimstone 
continually. The greatest curse on 
the man or woman who drinks is 


the eternal Hell which*awaits him} 


or her at the end of a Christless 
life! 

Listen to what God says in I 
Corinthians 6:9, 10: “Know ye not 
that the unrighteous shall not in- 
herit the kingdom of God? Be not 
deceived: neither fornicators, nor 
idolators, nor adulterers, nor ef- 
feminate, nor abusers of them- 
selves with mankind, Nor thieves, 
nor covetous, nor drunkards, ror 
revilers, nor extortioners, shall in- 
herit the kingdom of God.” Make 
no mistake, God says! Be not de- 
ceived! No drunkard shall inherit 
the kingdom of God and of Christ.

God ‘says, “Woe wnto him that 
giveth his neighbour drink’! God 
says, ‘Woe unto him that puts his 


‘bottle to another’s lips! This is 


serious business resulting in a ter- 
rible curse—causing others. to 
drink! 


Booze Blights the Maker 


Included in this curse would, of 
course, be all those-in that crowd 
who make, who distill, who manu- 
facture strong drink. Seagrams, 
Schenleys, Walkers and other dis- 
tillers are under the curse of God. 
The makers of -Budweiser, Fal- 
staff, Schlitz, Red Top Ale, Pabst 
Blue Ribbon, Acme, Jax, and other 
brewers are under -the curse of 
God, so the Bible declares! They 
are just as guilty of crime in the 
eyes of Aimighty God as the boot- 
legger is guilty of crime in the 
eyes of man. And, actually, there 
is little difference. Legal-booze 
will make a fool out of a man just 
as quickly as illegal booze. Legal 
beer will make a man wreck his 
car just as if he had drunk boot- 
leg beer. Legal wine and. whisky 
will make a mah commit murder, 
steal, rape, lie, fight, and every- 
thing else that bootleg wine and 
whisky will make a man do: The 
alcohol in both bottles is the same! 
The curse of God is upon the man 
who makes it, whether he puts a 
government stamp on his bottle or 
not; whether it is legal or boot- 
leg! 


Booze Blights the Seller 


But that is not all! The curse of 
God is.on the man or woman who 
sells strong drink! God’s curse is 
upon the owners. and operators of 
these havens of Hell which line 
the streets of our cities, offering 
their bottled poison to the multi- 
tudes. These demon sellers who, 
for the sake of personal profit, sell 
merchandise that makes drunk- 
ards, paupers, harlots and crim- 
inals are doomed! God’s woe 
upon them! 


There are no good people in the 
booze business; it would be im- 
possible. The man might be a 
member of the Chamber of Com- 
merce or a member of the local 
church, but if he is in the booze 
business, he is not a good man. 
Going to church, giving to charity, 
helping his neighbor, paying his 
debts, or anything of a kindred 
nature will not make a man good 
if he is in a bad business. The man 
selling legal booze is just as bad 
as the man selling bootleg booze, 
the deadly poison in the bottle is 
the same. 


No, a man cannot be in the 
booze business, whether legal or 
lilegal, and be a good man. Every 
time he passes a bottle of booze 
across the counter or the bar to a 
man, he knows that under its in- 
fluence that man may commit 
murder, ruin some girl, or do 
something else just as_ horrible. 
Every time he passes a bottle or 
a glass to some girl, he knows that 
under its influence she may lose 
her purity, become an unmarried 
mother, or pass from disease to 
disgrace, to death, to Hell! No man 
ean do that and be a good man! 


Sam Morris says, “When some- 
body says to me, ‘It is better to 
have legal dealers than it is to 
I look at him 
and say, ‘Mister, is it better to 
have polecats or skunks? They are 
both in the same stinking busi- 
ness.’”’ And so they are! 


Just a short time ago I read of 
a liquor store dealer who stag- 
gered. into the police station at 
Wichita Falls, Texas, and asked 
the officers to look after his wife: 
he was afraid something had hap- 
pened. They locked him up for be- 
ing drunk and went to the home 
and found the wife dead from 
acute alcoholism. They had both 
been drinking for several days. and 
the curse of the stuff he sold had 
found him out. 


Incidently, why do people drink? 
Advertisements have been ap- 
pearing lately in newspapers and 
magazines from coast to coast pro- 
moting Relska, “The World's 
Most Honored Vodka!” The amaz- 
ing ad is headlined, “DOES THIS 
MEAN YOU? Of Those Who 
Drink Socially . . . 53.9% Don't 
Like the Taste of Liquor!” They 
claim to base their figures on ‘“‘Cer- 
tified, notarized findings of an im- 


is 
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partial coast to coast survey con- 
ducted by one of the nation’s most 
reputable independent research 
organizations.” What fools these 
mortals must be who drink, but 
don’t like it! Relska continues to 
advertise, “You can’t taste it ina 
drink... but you know it’s there!” 


Booze Blights the Server 

But God’s curse is not just upon 
the: makers and the sellers of 
booze, it is upon those who serve ‘it 


\in their homes. His curse is upon 


the host and hostess at a cocktail 
party. His ‘blight is upon the home 
where wine is served with dinner. 
His woe is’ upon folks who Serve 
eggnog at Christmas and like to 
give their friends an occasional 
smooth toddy. His curse is upon 
the men and women who go to the 
ice-box and get beer to give the 
friends who have dropped in for 
the evening. It may be the popular 
thing to do; it may be the fashion- 
able, modern way of entertaining, 


1 don’t know. But I do know that: 


the Holy Bible says, “Woe unto 
him that giveth his neighbour 
drink,..that puttest..thy..bottle..to 
him.” 

God have pity upon parents 
who have booze in their refrigera- 
tors. You might better have hood- 
ed cobras or African lions for your 
children to become familiar with, 
than to have the fire-water of Hell 
before their eyes. 


But I must close this message! 
What can you do about the blight 
of booze in your life? The only 
hope for the man under the curse 
of booze is Jesus Christ! Drink 
leads to woe, to sorrow, to death, 
to Hell. But, thank God, there is 
mercy, there is forgiveness,. there 
is pardon, there is salvation and 
life in the Son of God. 


Jesus Is God’s Answer to the 
Drinker’s Need 


What the drunkard needs is 
Christ! It is not a Keely Cure; it 
is Christ. It is not Aleoholic Anon- 
ymous; it is Christ. It is not sign- 
ing..a pledge, not reforming, not 
turning over a new leaf—no, no, 
that will not be enough—it is 
Christ! 

Do you remember that passage 
in I Corinthians 6 which said, 
“Know ye not that the unrighteo! 


shall not inherit the kingdom eee

God? Be not deceived . . 
drunkard shall inherit the 
kingdom of God”? The very next 
verse, the llth, says, “And sucit 
were some of you: but ye are 


washed, but ye are sanctified, but ~ 


ye are justified in the name of the 
Lord Jesus, and by the Spirit of 
our God.” Oh, dear friend, your 
only hope is in the Name of Jesus! 
If you will turn to Him, drunkard, 
or bootlegger, or harlot, or what- 
ever you are, He will save you! 
His promise is, “For whosoever 
Shall call upon the name of the 
Lord shall be saved” (Rom. 10:13). 

A middle-aged man came to hear 
me preach on the home in. a tent 
revival one night in Tampa, Flor- 
ida. God really spoke to his heart 
and he trembled with conviction, 
but he would not yield to Christ. 
He left the tent that night and 
drove his wife home, a member of 
the church, then started aimlessly 
driving and fighting the call of 
the Holy Spirit. All that night and 
all the next day he drove around. 


Finally, about 8 o’clock the next 


night he drove home, walked into 
the house, and informed his wife 
that he was ready to get right 
with God. Together they knelt in 
prayer while he made the great 
surrender and then a friend came 
to the tent to get me, the pastor, 
and the song leader. 

I don't believe I will ever forget 
his happy testimony, his enthusias- 
tic manner as he told us what had 
happened. Then he said, ‘ ‘Preacher, 
I have been spending over $200 a4 
month for liquor; now I want to 
do something for God!” With al- 
most .boyish.. eagerness he said, “T 
am going tobe one of your. crowd 
now.

(Later: As I told you in 
the chapter on Definite Praying, 
when someone thought thirty of 
these subscriptions were given to 
‘help God out,’ the workers pray- 
ed again and received thirty other 
subscriptions the next day!) My 
own faith is strengthened, and 
how happy I am for my dear 
children to see it. I know God 
will be more real to them and 
to my workers: as He is to me to- 
day because of this remarkable 
answer to prayer. Big prayers, 
when answered, stop doubts and 
glorify God, strengthening Chris-. 
tians and convicting sinners, 


2. Big Praying Prospers 
God’s Work 

Next, the work of God lang- 
uishes because of our small ask- 
ing. Missionaries are called home, 
fields are closed, church § congre- 
gations dwindle, revival efforts 
fail, all because people do not ask 
for mighty things from God. The 
Spirit of God is not manifest be- 
cause people do not ask for Him 
to show His power. There is no 
doubt that if there could come 


a wave of prevailing, mighty pray- 


er, pleading with God, insisting on 
great things, we should have a 
mighty revival and the work of 
God would prosper. 

How the Lord’s work prospers 
when we go to God with big re-' 
quests! One'case I shall never 
forget when God gave a wonder- 
ful answer to my prayer, unwor- 
thy and unbelieving as I am. In 
1938, I believe, I was called to 
a city in a mid-western state for 
a revival campaign. After much 
urging, I felt led to go, and ex- 
pected great things from word I 
had received. But lo, when I ar- 
rived I found there had been no 
money to advertise the meetings, 
few knew about my coming, and 
besides, I was unknown. A crowd 
of not more than fifty, I judge, 
met me the first service. I had 
promised to stay about ten days, 
including one Sunday away from 
my work in Dallas, my radio pro- 
gram, and my paper. Crowds grew 
slowly; a few were saved. Then 
the pastor asked me to stay over 


a ‘the second Sunday. “I cannot get 
€e!l- on--their- faces -and cried out, | 


yeu a good offering unless you 
stay through Sunday,” he said. 
I replied that I did not come 
for the offering, that I was need- 
ed at home for the Sunday night 
evangelistic services at our church, 
needed for my Sunday radio broad- 


cast and that I must plan to return}. 


‘after Friday night. Sadly the pas- 
tor told how a Heavy debt had 
stripped the people, another pay- 
ment was about due, and if I 
did not stay over Sunday he fear- 
ed the people could not give much. 
I told him not to worry, that I 
should not, and after the service 
that Thursday night I went to my 
room, 

There in my room I faced cer- 
tain facts, and temptation assail- 
ed me. I had expected the offer- 
ing that would be given to mé to 
go on a heavy printing bill. THe 
SWORD OF THE LOorp, the weekly 
evangelistic paper which my heav- 
enly Father helps me publish, has 
never quite paid expenses. The 
price of $1.00 a year will not pay 
all the postage, printing and 
wages of workers for such a 
high-grade weekly paper unless 
the circulation runs above 10,000 
copies weekly regularly. I had bor- 
rowed $450 at the urging of a good 
Christian lady, for six months. It 
was overdue, and I must renew 
the note or pay it. Besides, I ow- 
ed the printer $270 for printing 
THE’*SwWorD OF -THE LorpD after I 
had borrowed the $450. Then I 
owed $200 to another printer for 
tracts which I had been giving 
away by thousands. At least $920 
‘needed to be paid soon, and now 


I was told that for my ten days’ 


work it seemed there would be 
little pay. Satan taunted me with 
all the sacrifices I had made to 
carry on the burden of that soul- 
winning paper, putting into it 
thousands of dollars I could have 
used on my family. Satan remind- 
ed me that I had refused ever to 
set.a price on my services, that-I 
had no regular salary, and that 
now this was the way it would 
turn out. 

With tears, that Thursday night 
I turned to prayer. I reminded 
God of a covenant I had made 
with Him in 1926 that He was to 
look after my business and I 
would trust Him and look after 
His, ‘seeking first tthe kingdom 
of God and His righteousness,’ 
and believing that what I needed 
He would supply. I remember 
that I said to God, “Lord, look 
on the heading of that paper; it 
has Your name on it, “THE 
SworD OF THE LORD.’ Your 
name is in big type, mine in small 
type. It is your paper, not mine. 
I did not save myself; I did not 
call myself to preach. If You want 
a paper, You pay the bills. If You 
do not want that paper, then let 
it die. It is not my worry; it is 
Yours. I am not going to stay 
with this little meeting trying to 
get a bigger offering, and I am 
not going to fret or worry. Lord, 
it is up to You to pay those bills!”’ 
And so at last, with peace I went 
to sleep. 

The next night we had some 
people saved. They took an of- 
fering for me. For the ten days’ 
time, the check was $25.00. They. 
gave me what I asked for ex- 
penses, bare railroad fare, with- 
out Pullman berth. In_ sweet 
peace I took the train that night 
to Dallas. Though I sleep poorly, 
as a rule, unless_I can stretch 
out and relax in a regular bed, 
that night I slept as sweetly as a 
child in the chair car. The next 
morning as my train, the Rock Is- 
land Rocket, left Wichita, Kans- 
as, the porter came through the 
car holding a telegram, calling 
my name, I took the telegram, 
opened it and read from my sec- 
retary, “YOU HAVE JUST RE- 
CEIVED CHECK FOR ONE 
THOUSAND DOLLARS FOR 
YOUR WORK!” 

I walked up and down the aisles 
clutching that telegram, laughing, 
praising God in my soul! I could 
hardly refrain from telling the 
porter, the hostess, the passengers, 
how God hears prayer! I told old 
Satan what a lier he was. I told 
my heavenly Father I would turn 
that blessed paper over to Him, 
and that I knew now He would 
take care of the bills. I promised 
I would love Him better than be- 
fore, and oh, may He help me 
to do it, always! 

That thousand dollars came 
from a man I had never seen. I 
had never appealed to him, of 
course, never had written. to him, 
nor received a letter from him, 
nor have I had a letter or gift 
from him since, though I have 
since met the noble good man. 
And bless God, I have never since 
been in distress about the print- 
ing bills for THE SWorD OF THE 
LORD. | 

How often the Lord’s work suf- 
fers and languishes because we 
do not pray for big things and 
expect big answers from God! 
How God longs to bless His work 
when we believe Him for great 
things! 


3. Big Prayers Get Christians 
What They Need 
And last, God’s people live in 
poverty, in’sickness, in disappoint- 
ment, and defeat, because they 
do not pray for big things. 


I have already told you how, 
when I preached on prayer in 
Wheaton, Illinois, the wife of a 
college professor came to me and 
said, “I have gone on living with- 
out the things I needed because 
I was afraid to ask God. I was 
ashamed of my rug with a hole 
in it but never thought that God 
would be pleased for me to ask 
for a new one. I am going home 
now and nite God for what I 
need!” 


All over the world there are 
Christians who have no jobs be- 
cause they have never asked for 
jobs. There are young people who 
cannot go to school because they 
have never taken the matter to 
God with large faith and insisted 
on God’s showing His power. 
There are wives whose husbands 
are unsaved, there are _ fathers 


whose sons are drunkards, and yet 
they do not pray to God expecting 
mighty things, and so God does 
not show His power and do the 
things which He would so gladly 
do if people only prayed expect- 
antly, prayed largely, opened their 
mouths wide so God could fill 
them! 


In 1932 in Dallas, Texas, I had 
an old Dodge car that was worn 
out. The upholstering was frayed, 
the motor used far too much oil; 
and that winter we had to push 
the car down hill again and again 
to get it started. One Monday I 
nearly missed my radio broad- 
cast, besides I was constantly em- 
barrassed to have my wife and 
daughters and secretary pushing 
the car along the wintry streets 
trying to get it started. So I said 
to Mrs. Rice, “I believe it would 
please God for me to ask Him 
for a new car.” She agreed, and 
we laid the matter before the 
Lord, I reminded God. that He 
knew I was not laying by a penny 
and I was working almost night 
and day trying to win souls. I 
reminded Him that the work was 
His work, not my own, and that 
in 1926 I had made a covenant 
with Him that I would look after 
His business and He should look 
after mine. And so I asked Him 
that in His own way He would 
provide me with a new automo- 
bile. 


On Wednesday night I went to 
the service in a big furniture 
building where we were meeting, 
pending the erection of a build- 
ing of our own. When the. song 
service was done I went to the 
pulpit to teach the Scriptures, 
and a Mr. Reeves handed me an 
envelope containing some keys and 
a folded paper or two. I looked 
at him in bewilderment, and then 
at the people who were looking 
on in great joy. They. burst into 
laughter and one and then another 
began to point to the curb out in 
front.of the building. There stood 
a new Chevrolet four-door sedan, 
and in my hand I held the keys 
and warranty and title. As a sur- 
prise to me, the merrin the church 
had bought the car. I think they 
couwid not have known about my 
prayer; certainly I had not told 
them. And I knew nothing of their 
plans. 


When we went home that night 
I said to my wife, “If I had known 
that God was as willing as that 
to give me an automobile, I would 
not have been pushing’ that old 
wreck up and down these hills 
day after day trying to get -it 
started!”’ 

And how many of us, dear 
readers, do not have even what 
God wants to give us, because we 
do not expect much from God, 
do not pray big prayers. We do 
not open our mouths wide so He 
can fill them. 


It is said that in a southern 
state at the close of the. Civil 
War a Negro slave, the body ser- 
vant to a southern gentleman, was 
set free by Lincoln’s proclamation. 
But his master said to him, “Sam, 
if you will stay with me and take 
care of me, I will see that you 
and cared for when I am gone.” 
The old Negro loved his master 
and agreed to stay with him, 


which he did until his master 
died: — | 
Afterward -the colored. man 


mowed lawns, chopped kindling, 
and ran errands until his legs 
were stiff and his body bent with 
rheumatism and age. Then he. 
could hardly get enough work to 


‘do ‘to buy the poorest food. He 


lived in a little shack and hobbled 
about in rags. 

But an old friend of his mas- 
ter’s family said to him one day, 
“Sam, you don’t have to live this 
way, your master told me that 
he had deposited $5,000.00 in the 
bank for you. Go down to the 
bank and get. some money to buy 
what you need!” 

With much persuasion the timid 
old man decided to go to the bank. 
With his hat turning nervously 
in his hand, he inquired of the 
teller, “Did Marse Tom sho nuff 
leave me some money in this here 
bank?” His name was inquired 
and the bank clerk told him yes 
that there was money at hand for 
him and that he might have it 
whenever he wished. 

“How. does I git it?” the color- 
ed man asked. He was told how 
to write a check. He could. not 
write, so the telHer offered to 


write out the check and sign his 
name and beside it the old man 
could make his mark. _ , 

“Could I get as much as fifty 
cents to get me-a sack of meal?” 
he inquired, and the teller replied 
that he could have as much as 
he wanted within any reasonable 
limits, since there was $5,000.00 
deposited to his account in the 
bank. 


So the former slave instructed 
the teller to make out a check 
for fifty cents, and with trembling 
hands he made his mark beside 
his name. Then he took the bright 
fifty cent piece and shuffled away 
to buy some meal, and to live in 
his poor little shack in his rags 
and poverty, leaving $4,999.50 in 
the bank! 

And how like us that is! Our 
heavenly Father says that the 
gold and silver are His and the 
cattle on a thousand hills. He h 
lovingly invited us to tell Him a 
our needs—“what things soever 
ye desire when ye pray’—an 
promised us “great and mighty 
things which thou knowest not’ 
(Jeremiah 33:3), if we will only 
call upon Him. He asks us to open 
our mouths wide and let Him fil] 
them. And yet we live at a poor 
dying rate in our poverty; .physi-« 
cal and mental and spiritual pov- 
erty. We do not have because we 


do not ask! Our mouths are never — 
full because we never open them 


wide! 


On a Dallas, Texas, radio ona 
Sunday morning I used the above | 


illustration in speaking on Psalm 
81:10. In Fort Worth, thirty-two 
miles away, a poor, distressed 
Christian woman was up early to 
pray. Her prayer was about like 
this, “Oh, God, please give me 
$2.00. or $3.00 to pay on the gas 
bill. My husband- doesn’t- have @ 
job, we are behind on the rent, 
the children do not have enough 


clothes for school, and I. think it } 


will break my heart if they cut 
off the gas and we have no heat 
in this winter weather. Please, 
Lord, I don’t ask much, give mé 
$2.00 or $3.00 to pay on the gas 
bill so they won’t cut off the 
gas!” Pia sar
